Geneva, Aug. 30.—(/P)— The ques­ 
tion of the accession of tho United 
States to the World Court of Inter­ 
national J ustice has been added to 
the ; genda of the

League of Nations which opened its 
56th session today. 
A conference of the signatories to 
the World Court statutes is to be 
held concurrently with the meetings 
of the league’s assembly next week 
and will consider proposals for re­ 
vision of the statutes and the formu­ 
la of Elihu Root, noted American jur­ 
ist, paving the way for the possible 
adhesion of the United States. 
With 
the 
British 
Labor Govern­ 
ment expected to adhere to the com­ 
pulsory 
arbitration 
clause 
in 
the 
World Court, the British member to­ 
day made what was interpreted gen­ 
erally as a statement indicating the 
Labor Government will play an active 
nart in league activities. 
H. 
Dalton, 
parliamentary 
under­ 
secretary of state, announced Great 
Britain wishes to see a speeding up 
of ratifications of international treat­ 
ies and would raise this question in 
the assembly. Expressing dissatisfac­ 
tion with the slowness of ratifica­ 
tions, Mr. Dalton said that the signa­ 
tures 
of 
conventions 
should 
be 
a 
reality and not merely a device for 
seeking to 
support propositions at 
Geneva which are not necessarily fol­ 
lowed up when the delegates return 
home.

The father, mother, wife and for­ 
mer lawyer of the “ Santa Claus ban­ 
dit” went on the stand for him late 
yesterday. The parents told of his 
“ peculiar” traits from infancy, the 
wife described his departures from 
home without leave taking, incongru­ 
ous, she said, in the light of his ordi­ 
narily careful forethought for 
her 
and the five children, and the bar­ 
rister, Bert Ashby, told of the wound 
Helms received in the robbery, which 
Ashby 
believed 
undermined 
Helms’ 
mind- 
On Dec, 23, 1927, four men, whom 
the State named as Helms, Marshall 
Ratliff, Robert Hill and Louis Davis, 
raided the First National 
Bank at 
Cisco. Their leader was dressed as 
Santa Claus. In a subsequent gun bat­ 
tle, 
Bit Bedford 
and 
George Car­ 
michael, police officers, were ki'led 
as was Davis. 
Hill is serving 99 years, Ratliff is 
in a Huntsville death cell awaiting 
the result of an appeal and Helm? 
sits apparently unconcernedly in the 
court room here.
